the mof difficult tafk we are to be engaged in. 
It isa faubject as much divertified, as it is intri- 
cate, It moreover demands a clofe examina-. 
tion, as it is, in a very peculiar manner, connett- 
ed with the prefent manners of the fair fex, It 
isto be jultly lamented that, reading novels 
fhould be fo much more prevalent among this 
clafs of citizens, thanany other ; and it would 
be adding to our forrow, were we to draw a 
comparifon between the city and country. 
it isa well known truth that, novel reading 
is mere fafhionable comparitively fpeaking, 
among the females of a town, than it is among 
thaie of the country.

What thofe accontplifhmients are, the candid 
reader may at once refer to, but 1 would juft in- 
form himthey may be divided into two funda- 
mental heads, viz. good and bad. From a confi- 
deration of the advantages to be derived from 
the embeflifhment of a city education, we might 
plaufibly be lead to fuppofe that a woman un- 
der fach circumitances, would poffefs a more 
delicate judyment in the employment of her 
time, than one who lives retired,.as it were 
from the world; and who could not in fuch a 
tate, cammand tht like conveniences even fhou!d 
fhe be ever fo willing. ‘The obfervation is uni- 
| verfal that where the moft refinement is, there 
_alfo, in a direct ratio, is the molt vice.. How 
; to account for this fimple fact is difficult, for 
| the explanation of it, would feem to carry 
| with it a conviction that, the niceft cultivation in | 
‘the manners of the fex, would invariably pro- 
| duce the greateft evils—which evidently appears | 
to be impotiible. We cannot declare that the 
ladies of a city afe not only refined in a true 
fenfe of the werd, but alfo, that they Frequent- 








‘blefling ; as this would be wounding their deli- 
| cacy. But we can pronounce this truth, from 
actual obfervation, that, females who are cloak- 
ved under what is called an elegent improve- 


now frequently commit the molt unpardonable 
| violences to the laws of deitcacy and virtue, 
than fich as may be cenfidered in a reverfe fitua- 
tion, or as lead a rultic life. This I leave to the 
infpection of thofe characters to whem it may 
*belong ; but, 1 befeech them ‘to confider it deli- 
| berately, and attentively, and, at the fame time, 
ito avoid the influence of felf intereft. 
That this way of reafoning is applicable to 
the prefent fubject, cannot be denied; and 
that, in as mvach,as we have learned from ex- 
| perience, in this city (I cannot fay in any other, 
!as I am not much converiant in their manners) 
| the employment of the fair fex in réading books 
| of novelty, has, at this period arrived toa me- 
Jancholy pitch indeed. This enthufiafm per- 
haps, never in any country flamed with fach an 
unrelenting vigour, as it does inour own. But 
|it is a fhocking recollection to every feeling
